Sasson to be named 
ambassador in Cairo

Israel’s next ambassador to Egypt 
is to be veteran diplomat and 
Arabist Moshe Sasson. An unof- 
ficial decision to this effect has been 
taken by Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and his' top aides, it is 
reliably understood. 

The present ambassador, Eliahu 
Ben-Elissar, is expected to resign 
shortly in order to run for the Knes- 
set on the Likud-Herut list. 

Sasson, 55. is the son of the late 
Eliahu Sasson, the Jewish Agency

and later Israeli diplomat (and sub- 
sequently Labour Party minister) 
who conducted extensive negotia- 
tions with Arab leaders during the 
forties. Moshe studied Arabic 
language and literature at the 
Hebrew University, and was long 
- considered one of the foreign 
ministry's leading experts in Arab 
affairs. 

He served as ambassador to 
Turkey in the sixties, and ambas- 
sador to Italy from 1973 to 1976. In 
December 1973 he was summoned 
by then-minister Abba Eban to take 
part in the short-lived Geneva 
peace conference. 

In recent years Sasson has been in 
charge of the two European divi- 
sions at the ministry, with the rank 
of special ambassador. 

Another aspirant to the Cairo em- 
bassy post, Yosef Hadass, who 
served as Ben-Elissar's No. 2. for 
' some time, is likely to be named am- 
bassador to Denmark, it is under- 
stood.

‘Mutilation’ charge was

A special UN investigation has 
concluded that the IDF 'was not 
guilty of any mutilation of terrorists' 
bodies, as charged earlier this year 
by UNIFIJL, The Jerusalem Post 
learned yesterday.

New test of wills between 
Polish unions, government 


WARSAW (UPI1. — Solidarity 
leader Lech Walesa, responding 
yesterday to the breakdown of 
labour talks in southern Poland, 
warned of nationwide strikes if the 
authorities used force to break up a 
nine-day general strike in Bielsko- 
Biala province. 

Local Solidarity union leaders 
broke off talks with the government 
yesterday after Premier Jozef 
Pinkowski refused to .accept the 
resignation of provincial Governor 
Jozef Labudek, who has been the 
target of corruption allegations by 
labour unions and the main subject 
of negotiations. 

The local unions specifically 
charged that Labudek, his three 
deputies and other local officials,

The government 
negotiators returned to Warsaw. 

The strike — which has paralyzed 
the province and idled 120 plants at 
an estimated cost of 400 million 
zloties (Si 3 million) a day — has 
mushroomed into a new test of wills 
between the independent unions 
and the government. 

It has taken on particular impor- 
tance since Walesa personally has 
intervened ‘after local union leaders 
in Bielsko- Biala ignored appeals by 
Solidarity's national leaders to end 
the strike. 

Despite those earlier attempts to 
end the protest, Walesa yesterday 
called on Solidarity coalition 
members nationwide to prepare for 
a possible strike in support of the 
Bielsko-BiaJa workers.

Stock slide 
reversed, 
shekel gains

TEL AVIV. — The stock market’s 
week-old crash was reversed yester- 
day, with financial and industrial 
shares showing impressive gains. 
Volume dropped sharply from Tues- 
day's all-time high to IS255.6 mil- 
lion, and 27 securities were listed as 
buyers only. 

But as thousands of small and 
medium investors were calculating 
their losses, it appeared that the big- 
gest winner in the week’s volatile 
events was the Bank of IsraeL While 
the government institution “saved” 
the commercial banks by supplying 
them with vast quantities of shekels 
to meet the public’s sell orders on 
mutual funds. The Jerusalem Post 
learned, it deliberately kept low the 
price of the foreign currency it 
received in exchange. Government 
officials denied this report. 

Stock- exchange observers 
foresaw a further improvement in 
the market today, since the public is 
still holding large quantities of cash 
after the massive sales. This pool of 
available money was being given 
credit for yesterday's turnaround. 

The index-linked bond market 
also stabilized yesterday. With pres- 
sure for redemption of mutual fund 
shares easing, the bankers were no 
longer forced to liquidate the funds' 
bond holdings to raise cash for 
payoffs. 

The shekel continued to revalue 
against the U.S. dollar, gaining 
more than five agorot in foreign 
currency trading. While the dollar 
has been consistently strong in 
world money markets of late, it has 
lost 2 per cent to the shekel this 
week alone. 

Some observers interpreted the 
shekel’s strength as evidence that 
the public has not been putting its 
cash holdings into foreign currency 
after dumping stocks, as had been 
the case in previous stock market 
crashes, which were accompanied 
by quick de valuation of the Israeli 
coin. 

But even if the public was not 
buying dollars, marks and francs, 
the commercial banks were un- 
doubtedly selling them this week, 
aiong with the linked bonds. They 
had no choice but to raise the cash 
somehow to meet demand for 
redemption of mutual funds, which 
comprise mostly shares. The banks 
could not afford to see the stock 
market, to which they are inex-

Aridor plans 
full c-o-1 link, 
new price cuts

The next steps in Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor’s 
economic strategy will be the in- 
troduction of fully linked cost- 
of-living increments and further 
price reductions, he indicated 
■yesterday. 

Speaking to economic reporters 
in Jerusalem, Aridor said he would 
be presenting to the cabinet at its 
next meeting on Sunday a new draft 
budget for fiscal 1981/82. The aim of 
the budget is gradually to reduce in- 
flation to a monthly rate of 5-6 per 
cent, bringing the annual rate down 
to two figures, he said. 

He envisages a budget of .some 
IS205 billion and. although he 
refused to be drawn on the subject, 
gave the impression that this would 
not include an increase io the 
defence budget. 

Concerning his long-held view 
that workers should be fully com- 
pensated for price rises by monthly 
cost-of-living increments, Aridor 
said he hoped to reach an agree- 
ment with the HisLadrui that would 
prevent further erosion of real earn- 
ings. 

However, any rise in wages above 
and beyond the cost-of-living incre- 
ment would have to be justified by 
an equivalent increase in produc- 
tivity, Aridor said. 

The new finance minister had a 


word of advice for the public: don’t 
be in too much of a rush to buy to- 
day. for tomorrow things may be 
cheaper still. 

Meanwhile, the Central Bureau of 
Statistics released figures showing 
that real gross earnings fell by 4.8 per 
cent in the first nine months of 1980, 
compared with the corresponding 
period in 1979. The biggest drop was 
in the pnbiic services — 10 J per cent. 
Earnings in the mercantile sector fell 
by 3,9 per cent, in personal services 
by 3.5 per cent, and by 1.5-2 per cent 
in the financial sector and in industry. 

Net earnings fell even further, the 
figures showed. 

At yesterday's press conference. 
Aridor went on to attack the 
Labour Alignment's finance 
minister apparent, Ya’acov 
Levinson, as well as Histadrut 
secretary-general Yeroham Meshel 
and other Labour opposition 
figures. 

He argued that it was not possi- 
ble, in a democratic society, to en- 
force an administrative freeze on 
wages, prices and the exchange 
rate. In order to do this, be said, 
thousands of workers would have to 
be diverted from developing the 
economy to supervising it. A black 
market would emerge, and instead 
of a developing economy we would 
have a controlled economy, he said. 

Aridor claimed that the type of 
controlled economy proposed by

Yehoshua Gilboa,

Dr. Yehoshua Gilboa, veteran

Peres says Labour won’t

TEL AVIV. — Labour Party 
Chairman Shimon Peres declared 
yesterday that the government he 
hopes to head after the summer 
elections will not remove or disband 
any existing settlements. 

Peres was replying to questions 
on Israel Television’s Moked inter- 
view programme.

Fate strikes again at hard-luck family 


EILAT (Itim). — Unknown vandals 
broke into the home of Miriam and 
Charlie Elkabetz — a newly arrived 
couple who lost their two-year-old 
daughter Keren in a flash flood in 
the Arava six weeks ago — and 


wantonly destroyed everything they 
could lav their hands on. 


could lay their hands on. 

The Elkabetzs returned from 
Jerusalem, where they were sitting 
shiva for Keren, to find their new 
home torn apart for no apparent 
reason. The doors, windows and 
shutters were smashed, and even 
the sinks and toilet bowls were shat- 
tered. 

The family lost all its belongings 
in the flash flood which engulfed 
their truck while making the move 
from Jerusalem to Eilat last 
December. Keren was swept away 


in the flood. 

The Eilat Municipality has 
provided the family with alternative 
housing until their home can once 
again be made habitable. A special 
account has been opened at the 
Israel Discount Bank in Eilat — No. 
140600 — and the town's citizens 
have been asked to give generously. 

Some IS50.000 was collected for 
the family after the flood tragedy, 
but the bulk of the money went to 
Miriam Elkabetz's brother, Arye 
Alias, who lost a leg while trying to 
retrieve the family.’s belongings 
from the flood waters. 


The Elkabetzs went into debt to 
raise the IS90.000 they paid for their 
new home in Eilat. They have one 
son, Shimon, aged three.

We would 
never initiate such a suggestion, but 
with the strength of the alliance that 
we have, we would certainly ex-

Some sources here linked 
Weinberger’s remarks about the 
stationing of troops in Israel with his 
sympathetic consideration of the 
Saudi aircraft deal.

Scientists repudiate earthquake scare 


REHOVOT (Itim). — The Weiz- 
mann Institute of Science yesterday 
unequivocally announced that there 
is no scientific basis for reports con- 
cerning a destructive earthquake 
supposedly about to strike Safed or 
other parts of northern Israel. 

An institute spokesman at- 
tributed the source of the false 
earthquake rumours to the fact that 
scientists have recently set up a 
number of seismologies! monitoring 
stations in the north. He 
emphasized that these stations are 
similar to others which operate 


throughout the country, all of which 
are part of ongoing research. 

The spokesman stressed that such 
monitors have no capability of 
predicting possible earthquakes, 
and indeed no such technique is 
known to science. . 

Safad residents have been 
awaiting such reassurance from, the 
Weizmann Institute. The town rab- 
binate declared Tuesday a day . of 
prayer and supplication to ward off 
an earthquake, but no special 
prayers for averting traffic acci- 
dents were reported.

18150,000 offered for lead 
on Haaretz Museum theft

TEL AVIV. — A prize of IS1 50,000 
to anyone who can provide informa- 
tion leading to the discovery of. the 
art objects stolen last week bom 
Haaretz Museum was announced 
yesterday by the Norwich Union In- 
surance Company. 

Apart from blood marks on the 
smashed exhibit cases, police still' 
have no clues to the identity of the' 
burglars. Hundreds cf rare and in- 
valuable artistic and historical ob- 
jects .were stolen from the 
ethnography and folklore paviEon 
in what is considered the largest 
such theft in the history of the state. 
The theft effectively wiped out the 
exhibit. 

Police sources said yesterday that 
the security precautions of the 
pavilion were “beneath criticism.”; 

“The alarm was linked to the 
front entrance only, while the back 
door was protected by -finger-thin 
bars,” a police source complained. 
“The entire museum. ..is guarded by 
two persons.” 

But the museum's board 
chairman, Nahum Shamir, said 
yesterday that the insurance com- 
pany had inspected and approved 
the museum's security precautions 
three, years ago. He attacked 
previous reports denigrating the 
measures as “irresponsible and 
groundless.” 


' Shamir said that the insurance 
company and museum staff are still 
estimating the cost of the stolen 
items, but that the previously an- 

- noimced assessment of S3 million 
“is much exaggerated.” 

However, a senior museum staf- 
fer told The Jerusalem' Port that the 

- items — which include a pair of 
silver phylacteries given to Theodor 

- HerzTs son on his bar mitzva — are 

of immense artistic and historical 
value, even if the materials 
themselves would not fetch much 
'money. 

: The pavilion is now closed to the 
[public for stock-taking and a final 
. appraisal of the stolen valuables. 
Shamir stated that it will reopen in 
two or three months, even if the 
stolen objects are not found. But he 
added that the. entire exhibition 
there will be moved into a museum 
store-room until the insurance pay- 
ment is approved. 

But an employee told The Post on 
Tuesday that Shamir would use the 
break-in as an excuse to keep the 
pavilion closed until funds are 
found for constructing a new 
builduig where the folklore exhibit 
could be combined with others. 

Senior museum staff have been at 
loggerheads with Shamir since his 
appointment . as board chairman 
some months ago. They maintain 
that he wants to curtail museum ac- 
tivities, shot down' pavilions and fire 
workers without consulting them.

VigOantism feared as religious violence grows in Jerusalem

With one of their number in the hospital after 
three zealots beat him up Tuesday night, 
Bukharan quarter workers yesterday called for 
action" against “violent hooliganism” by the 
uliniorthodox. 

Twenty-six-year-old ‘ Avi Abulbul. coor- 
dinator of the Bukharan Quarter community 
cenLre, was attacked Tuesday night by three un- 
identified zealots, witnesses said. He was 
brought unconscious to Shaare Zedek Hospital 
with head injuries apparently inflicted by a 
stone. He was resting in good condition yester- 
day. . 

' But the attack; and subsequent failure fof 
police .to make’ any -arrests, have churned up 
angry emotions .in the Bukharan Quarter and 
the rest of the city! 

Jerusalem Mayor-Teddy Kollek said when he 
learned of the assault that “an iron hand must 
be used to break- this Khomeinistic 
phenomenon,” berating “religious politicians 
who remain silent -in the face of such 
hooliganism.” 


Community centre workers from throughout’ 
the city joined a demonstration yesterday after- 
noon in the courtyard of the Bukharan Quarter 
centre, which has been the subject of a series of 
violent demonstrations by religious zealots — in 
protest at the secular activity conducted by the 
centre. 

While city hall had nothing to do with the 
demonstration, several ranking officials, in- 
cluding Ya'acov Gil, the head of the Youth, 
Sports and Culture Department, and Eilan 
Melnik, a city council member, attended the 
rally. Two Rumol neighbourhood leaders, Yossi 
Yedid and Yehuda Yalo. spoke of their ex- 
perience with the violence of ultra-orthodox 
groups along the Ramot road. 

While Gil pleaded with an angry crowd of 
young men and women who complained that 
the ultra-orthodox in the neighbourhood dis- 
rupt manv community activities, Yedid warned 
that the police could not be expected to act 
“because even Interior Minister Yosef Burg is. 
afraid of the zealots” 

Yalon said. “It's a small group of about 300 
who are terrorizing the entire town. They 


started with Ramot and now they arc here. 
Who knows where they'll be next'. 1 ’" 

Melnik, the city councilman who holds the 
youth and culture portfolio, warned that “by 
June 30 (election day) the situation will 
deteriorate brutally." He alleged that inside the 
zealot community there is competition for 
leadership and to prove leadership capabilities 
“you have to prove you're more extreme than 
the next person.” 

On the walls of the building, somebody had 
scrawled “Death to Teddy" and drawn u 
swastika typical of zealot graffiti, 

Bui it was the posters prepared by com- 
munity workers that yesterday drew attention: 
“Autonomy for the zealots — in the Negev ” 
“Blood. Frogs, Lice and Seculars .../' “Thou 
shall not kill — but shall thou throw stones?”’ 
And “Ramot. Bukaran Quarter’?** 

One activist told The Jerusalem Post that "if 
the zealots aren't careful, there will be 
torchlight parades into their living rooms.*' 
City Hall officials are trying to keep the at- 
mosphere coo! in the neighbourhood, but 
yesterday’s demonstration, with its veiled 
threats of vigilantism, has moderates worried.

• The Supreme Court sharply 
criticized a doctor who deserted 
from the army and has since resided 
in the U.S., in rejecting his appeal 
Tuesday to restore his licence to 
practise medicine in Israel. 

The licence was suspended by the 
Ministry of Health for as long as the 
doctor, Ya’acov Diamant, is deter- 
mined to be a deserter. 

Diamant was born in Israel, 
studied medicine here and then 
went to the U.S. for his residency. 
His military service was deferred 
unto his studies were completed. 

After -he returned to Israel and 
finished an officers course, the army 
•allowed him to go to the U.S. for 10 
days before his regular service was 
to begin. . 

•Diamant left the country on 
September 10, 1976. and has not 
returned. 

The army declared him a 
deserter, and a committee of doc- 
tors recommended to the Health 
Ministry that his.licence to practise 
be suspended. 

Diamant, who has meanwhile 
become a professor of medicine and 
an authority on internal medicine, 
appealed the suspension of his 
licence. 

In rejecting his appeal, the court 
described his actions as a “breach 
of faith to the state and an evasion 
of a fundamental duly.” (Itim) 


It’s official; price 
of electricity up 10%

The Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday approved a 10 per cent 
rise in the price of electricity, effec- 
tive February 2, following the 15 per 
cent increase in industrial fuel oil. 

The rate for home use will now be 
62 agorot per kilowatt hour, com- 
mercial use 64.8 agorot, agriculture 
56.9, industry 54.0, water pumping 
52.6. The overall average will be 
58.1 agorot per kilowatt hour. 

Water rates have not yet been 
raised officially, and Knesset water 
committee chairman- Pessah Grup- 
per said that the Treasury has not 
yet asked that the committee be 
convened. But, according to plan, 
water prices are to be raised by 
about 6 per cent. 


Jerusalemite charged

TEL AVIV (Itim). — A 2 1 -year-old 
Jerusalem man was charged in dis- 
trict court here yesterday with two 
separate crimes — the brutal rob- 
bery of an elderly man and the rape 
of a 15-year-old girl.

Agency extends PR man’s 
$5,000-a-month contract

The Jewish Agency Executive 
decided unanimously yesterday to 
extend until July 31 the 55,000-a- 
month contract of public relations 
man Yehuda Han, who was hired by 
‘executive chairman Arye Duizin 
over a year ago to "improve the 
image of the Jewish Agency.” 

Members of the executive who 
had opposed the continuation of 
Han's work last year voiced no op- 
position yesterday when the ques- 
tion of extension was brought up at 
the end of a long executive meeting. 
The body merely endorsed the 
recommendation of a five-member 
committee, headed by agency 
treasurer Akiva Lewinsky, to ex- 
tend the contract until the end of 
July. 

Executive members had been up- 
set by the faetthat the money is be- 
ing spent on Jewish Agency image 
building, while budget cuts are 
biting severely into their depart- 
ments' activities. They also objected 
when Han's contract was extended 
last year without their being con- 
sulted. 

llan has been on leave for two 
years from his post as director of the 
Government Information Centre, 
and runs his own public relations 
agency. He was hired 13 months ago 
to help prepare materials for the an- 
nual Jewish Agency assembly. 

Eli Tavin of the World Zionist 
Organization’s Education Depart- 
ment said he had doubts about the 
contract. But he went along with 
the five-man committee’s recom- 
mendations when they agreed that 
Han’s contract would not go on 
beyond July 31, even if Knesset 
-etectkww postpone the coming as- 


sembly by months. It was also 
agreed that the S5.000 a month in 
expenses (four people work for llan 
on the account) will be re-sludicd. 

llan told The Jerusalem Past that 
among the projects he is doing arc 
seminars for school principals and 
students to explain what the Jewish 
Agency does; preparation of a film 
on the agency for the coming as- 
sembly: and publication of a series 
-of booklets, each explaining the 
functions and accomplishments or 
the departments in the Jewish 
Agency and WZO. 

“I found many students and prin- 
cipals who had no idea what the 
agency ' does," he said, adding that 
he could not afford to do all this if 
the S5,000-a-monlh fee were cut. 
Asking not to be quoted, several 
executive members said thev had 
not studied the matter carefully, but 
really did not understand why the 
agency should have hired Han, since 
the organization has a full-time 
spokesman and public relations 
staff. But they maintained that it 
was “only collegial" to accept the 
recommendations of Lewinsky and 
his committee.

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Rosh Ha’ayin 
is stunned by 
second murder 

ROSH HA'AYIN (Him). — Police 
yesterday arrested several suspects 
in the murder of 81-ycar-old 
Hamuma Yamini, found wounded 
and unconscious in her home here 
on Tuesday. 

Residents of this development 
town, shocked by the murder, noted 
that there has been an increase late- 
ly in cases of burglary and robbery. 
Less than two weeks ago, 5 j -year- 
old Avigal Mechouiam was 
murdered in his apartment during a 
robbery. Several suspects were ar- 
rested. but then released. 

Yamini was found on Tuesday 
afternoon by a neighbour on the 
floor of her flat at 151 King David 
Street in Rosh Ha'ayin. nude and 
unconscious. There were bruises on 
her body. The neighbours called 
police and rushed her to Hasharon 
Hospital in Petah Tikva, where doc- 
tors tried to revive her, but finally 
pronounced her dead. 

Police believe that burglars 
entered her house, searched for 
valuables in the furniture and on her 
body, then beat her and fled. Doc- 
tors at the hospital estimated that 
Yamini suffered the injuries at least 
24 hours before she was found. 

Yosef Melamed, chairman of the 
Rosh Ha'ayin local council, said 
that law and order in the town has 
deteriorated because “there is no 
police presence." He warned that if 
the police “do not immediately as- 
sert control,'' residents would 
refuse to do army reserve service in 
Favour of protecting “our own 
families and properly here in town.” 

Melamed said he had warned 
both former police inspector- 
general Herzl Shafir and the present 
incumbent, Rav-Nitzav Arye 
Ivizan. that Rosh Ha'ayin has 
become a “jungle of criminals,” and 
that the police are not doing 
anything about it. 

“We did have a few days of relax- 
ation when Border Police teams 
patrolled the town,” the council 
chairman noted, “but then we were 
left alone again.”

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Basque radicals ousted 
after heckling king 


GUh'RNICA (Reuter). — Fighting 
flared in the Basque country's an- 
cient assembly chamber jesterday 
;ta radical nationalist politicians 
shouted down King Juan Carlos of 
Spain and tried to prevent him from 
making an historic peace-making 
speech. 

The king watched calmly from 
the podium as punches Hew. Queen 
Sofia, accompanying him to this 
cradle of Basque nationalism, sat 
pale and expressionless nearby. 

Plain-clothes guards eventually 
evicted the radicals, and the king 
delivered his speech, declaring his 
faith in democracy and confidence 
in the Basque people. 

But the 10-minute incident in the 
Casa de Juntas (assembly chamber). 


where Spanish kings traditionally 
swear to uphold Basque privileges in 
return for their allegiance, seriously 
marred the first official visit to the 
Basque country by the royal couple. 

In Madrid, police said they ar- 
rested two suspected guerrillas of 
the separatist organization ETA 
(Basque Homeland and Liberty) 
after a gunfight in a central square.

Iran frees American but 
holds another and 4 Britons 


BERN. — In a surprise move, Iran 
yesterday released naturalized 
American citizen Mohi Sobhani, 
but American journalist Cynthia 
Dwyer was returned to a Teheran 
prison after her trial opened in 
Iran's revolutions y court, the Swiss 
Foreign Ministry said. 

She went to Iran in April to col- 
‘lect material for articles, according 
to her family. 

A third American, Afghan-born 
naturalized citizen Zia Nassri, 
remained in custody. 

The Swiss Foreign Ministry con- 
firmed 44-year-old Sobhani’s release 
and said he had rejoined his wife 
who lives in Teheran. It was not im- 
mediately clear why Sobhani had 
been held. But he was a member of 
the minority Bahai faith, which has 
come under attack in revolutionary 
Iran. 


The verdict of Mrs. Dwyer's 
“spy" trial was expected next Mon- 
day. 

Meanwhile, the fate of the 
four Britons held captive in Iran for 
several months will be decided "in a 
few days." Ayatollah Mohammad 
Beheshti, the head of the Iranian 
Supreme Court, said yesterday. 

In the case of the four Britons, 
Beheshti told a news conference 
that the "Iranian judicial system” 
has completed its investigation and 
is "on the brink of a decision." 

The four captives - are John 
Cleman and his wife Audrey, who 
used to run a medical clinic in Yezd, 
south of Teheran; Jean Waddell, 
secretary to the Anglican Bishop of 
Isfahan, and businessman Andrew 
Pyke. (AP, Reuter). 


Iraqis retreat hut Kurds 
step up attacks, Iran says 

BEIRUT (AP). — Iran claimed its 
forces yesterday drove Iraqi invaders 
back nine kilometres in its war- 
conquered western highlands, but con- 
ceded escalating insurgency by 
autonomy-seeking Kurdish rebels in 
its northwestern provinces. 

Iraq said its forces held fast to 
their positions along the 480-km. 
battlefront as the war on the 
northern flank of the Persian Gulf 
went into its 136th day with no end 
ih sight. 

; Iraq has formally agreed to 
receive an eight-raan mediation 
commission from Islamic nations to 
discuss a negotiated settlement. But 
Iran still has to respond to the 
Islamic mediation offer. 

• Iran's stale radio in Teheran ac- 
cused France, meanwhile, of 


violating neutrality in the Gulf war 
by delivering Mirage F-l jet fighters 
to Iraq and withholding delivery of 
three missile boats Iran bought from 
France before the war. 

There was no confirmation from 
any Gulf Arab nation of a report by 
the London Daily Telegraph that 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, the United 
Arab Emirates, Qatar and Bahrain 
signed a "secret agreement” two 
days before the start of the war to-, 
help Iraq with arms and fuel. 

There was no comment from 
Saudi Arabia on western reports 
that Eastern bloc nations, but not 
the Soviet Union, were sending 
Russian-made tanks via Saudi Ara- 
bian Red Sea ports to replenish 
Iraq's war losses. 


Soviets deny sending tanks to Iraq 


MOSCOW. - The Tass news 
agency yesterday denied western al- 
legations that Soviet-made tanks 
have been sent to Iraq recently via 
Saudi Arabia. 

• Tass said that such charges were 
"absurdities” and "fabrications,” 
and contended they were being 
spread to justify plans by Britain to 
resume shipping arms of its own to 
die Iran-Iraq conflict zone. 

I The story about tanks being ship- 
ped to Iraq originally was published 


by The Financial Times in London. 

U.S. officials in Washington 
reported on Tuesday that about 100 
Soviet tanks were believed to have 
been sent to Iraq from Communist 
Bloc countries, and not directiy 
from the Soviet Union. 

The acting State Department 
spokesman, William Dyess, said 
that the department had no infor- 
mation which indicated that the 
Soviet Union had stepped up its 
arms supplies to Iraq. (UPI, Reuter)

Reagan agrees 
to sell Seoul 
F-16 warplanes 

WASHINGTON. — The Reagan 
administration has agreed to sell F- 
16 jet fighters to South Korea and 
expects to submit the proposed sale 
to Congress soon for approval. 

The Washington Post yesterday 
quoted sources as saying President 
Ronald Reagan's decision was con- 
veyed this week lo the official party 
of risking South Korean President 
Chun Doo Hwan. 

Disclosure of the sale came after 
the U.S. said it would sell “ap- 
propriate weapons systems and 
defence industry technology” to 
improve South Korea's ability to 
deter aggression. 

Reagan and Chun discussed 
human rights during their talks on 
Monday, but no details were 
released in keeping with the U.S. 
administration's decision to place 
less public emphasis on the issue. 

Relations between Seoul and 
Washington became strained dun iij 
the Carter years because o 
mounting criticism of the repressive 
government of the late president 
Park Chung Hee. 

Chun co/npleied his three-day 
trip lo Washington on Tuesday, 
then left for Hawaii where he was to 
tour several U.S. military installa- 
tions. (UPI, Reuter) 


Wife’s suitor is 
successfully sued 

ST. LOUIS (AP). — A state appeals 
court on Tuesday upheld a jury's 
award of 525,000 to a man whose 
wife had sexual intercourse with 
another man. The court said it 
would not interfere with damage 
awards unless they were “shocking- 
ly excessive.” 

“The wrongful invasion of a hus- 
band's marital rights has no precise 
market value, and its valuation is a 
matter about which reasonable 
persons may and do differ,” the ap- 
peals court said. 

During the trial, a defence at- 
torney for M. Eugene Whalen, who 
was being sued, had told the jury 
that if the plaintiff, Richard Dale 
Smith, suffered anything “it was due 
to his own fault.” The attorney 
urged the jury to “bring in a verdict 
of one dollar.” 

Circuit Judge Edward Hodge 
ruled that that was an admission of 
guilt and submitted the case to the 
jury. The jury then awarded Smith 
525,000. 

On appeal to the Missouri Court 
of Appeals, Whalen argued that the 
judge should have instructed the 
jury to determine whether Smith 
suffered actual damages. Whalen 
said the opening statement was an 
admission of guilt, not of actual 
damages suffered by'Smiih.': 

The appeals court said Whalen 
did not understand the concept of 
actual damages. “Adultery with a 
wife interferes with the husband’s 
marital and relational interests and 
... this interference usually is label- 
led criminal conversation,” the ap- 
peals court said. “Defendant's ad- 
mission here of a violation of plain- 
tiffs marital rights is sufficient to 
support plaintiffs cause of action.” 

Bomb dismantled at 
Swiss consulate in LA 

LOS ANGELES (AP). — Police dis- 
mantled a homemade bomb at the 
Swiss consulate here on Tuesday 
morning, shortly after consular 
employees discovered the device at 
the entrance to their Wilshire 
Boulevard offices. 

After the bomb had b.een dis- 
mantled a man identifying himself 
only as “Operation Three” 
telephoned the Associated Press, 
saying that a bomb had been placed 
at tbe door of the Swiss consulate. 
The man, who spoke with a foreign 
accent, said “We don't want to ex- 
plode it,” but “they have to release 
our friend.” 

A group of .Armenian terrorists 
calling itself “October 3” is ap- 
parently seeking the release of a 
man who was arrested last fall in 
Switzerland as he assembled an ex- 
plosive device.

Norway’s new government takes office 


OSLO (AP). Gro Harlem 
Brundlland, deputy leader of the 
ruling Labour Party, was yesterday 
officially installed as Norway's first 
woman prime minister by King 
Olav. 

Her 17-member cabinet, which 
includes four women compared 
with only two in the outgoing 
government, was also installed in a 
ceremony at the Royal Palace here. 

No changes in Norway’s firmly 
NATO-based foreign and defence 


policies are expected under 
Brundtland, who is the daughter of 
Gudmund Harlem, Norway's 
defence minister between 1961 and 
1965. 

At her first press conference on 
Tuesday, Brundtland said her first 
and main goal is to lead Labour to 
victory in Lhe general elections next 
September. 

But many doubt she can turn the 
party's dramatically lost popularity 
in public opinion polls. 


Left-wing terror seen as 
a major threat to Turkey 


ANKARA (UPI). — A hard core of 
pro-Soviet leftist terrorists has sur- 
vived the relentless campaign of 
Turkey's military government and 
poses the major threat to political 
and economic recovery in this key 
NATO country, analysts said yester- 
day. 

The leftists, although fragmented, 
carried out most of the 230 political 
killings reported since the military 
coup last September 12. Stepped up 
security and mass arrests have cut 
political killings from an average of 
eight a day, to two. But the leftists 
still undermine government 
authority and hunt the political 
rivals on their death lists. 

In sharp contrast, the analysts 
said, right-wing extremists who are 
still at large apparently welcome the 
strong government they advocated 
and have stepped back from ter- 
rorist outrages. 

The extreme left People’s 


Independence Party Front broke up 
after the military coup of 1971 and 
split into rival groups, chief among 
them “Dev-Sol” (Revolutionary 
Left) - and “Dev-Yol” 
(Revolutionary Path). When the 
military intervened again last year, 
it arrested the groups' leaders and 
put “80 per cent of its rank and file 
behind'bars,” sources said. 

Military sources said that in their 
continuing crackdown more than 
33,000 suspected extremists have 
been arrested since the coup. Of 
those, 4,509 leftists and 1,135 
rightists face terrorism-related 
charges in martial law courts. 

The National Security Council, 
chief legislative body in the absence 
of parliament, has sent four convicts 
to the hangman. Another 44 face 
execution, and prosecutors plan to 
renew pleas for -the death penalty 
for some of those awaiting trial. 


Hua still China’s No. 1 


PEKING (AP). — The news media 
h ere -y esterday reported, fpr tire first . 
rijne. Jn ,weeks, .that , ; <?hjrre§S. 
Communist Party Chairman Hua 
Guofeng had appeared in public. 

The report confirmed that Hua, 
who has reportedly been under 
pressure to resign, still holds the ti- 
tle of party chairman. 

Peking Radio said Hua met with 
Hoang Van Hoan, a founding 
member of the Vietnamese Com- 
munist Party who defected to China 
in 1979. They exchanged greetings 
on the eve of the Lunar New Year 
and dined together, the radio said. 

Hua’s last public appearance 
reported by Chinese media had 
been on November 27. 


On January I, Party general 
secretary Hu Yaobahg appeared in 
[Htra’y-jAace'.atfa central ttOnJftlfteSe 
tea .party,' virtually, confirming 
HuaJsrpolilical demise. 

• Western diplomatic sources have 
said that Hu, the man expected to 
replace Hua as chairman, is already 
handling day-to-day affairs of the 
party. 

Deng Xiaoping, a vice-chainnan 
but considered China’s de facto 
leader, is handling affairs of the 
party’s military commission, 
although as party chairman Hua 
automatically is bead of that com- 
mission too, the western sources 
said. 


Court order won by anti-laser device 


LOS ANGELES (UPI). — An op- 
tical company convicted of making 
illegal shipments of high-technology 
laser equipment to the Soviet Union 
will be allowed lo keep its security 
clearance because it has developed 
a device needed for protection 
against laser attack. 

Federal Judge Mariana Pfaelzer 
granted a temporary restraining 
order on Tuesday prohibiting the 
Defence Department from revoking 
the clearance of Spawr Optical 
Research Inc„ pending a hearing on 
March 10. 

in asking for the order, Spawr 
argued that it holds a patent for an 
optical mirror that "comprises the 
sole means for testing the sur- 
vivability of United States satellites 


against high-energy laser attacks. 

Waller and Frances Spawr were 
convicted by a Federal Court jury 
last December of illegally sending 
laser mirrors to the Soviet Union 
through a European intermediary. 
Spawr was sentenced to six months 
in prison and the company was 
fined 5100,000. 


Soviets again accuse U.S. 
of waging global terror 


MOSCOW (UPI). — A spokesman 
for the Soviet ..Communist Patty 
Centra] Committee yesterday inten- 
sified the current U.S.-Soviet 
debate over the superpowers’ 
responsibility for world terrorism. 

Every development' throughout 
the world that is unfavourable to 
U.S. interests “is declared to be a 
result of intrigues of the U.S-S-R.,” 
complained the spokesman, Vitaly 
Kobysh. 

But a thorough study of “ter- 
rorism,'' he said, would show 
“American imperialism ... waging a 
global attack on the national- 
iiberarion movement and on all the 
progressive forces.” 

Writing m the weekly Literary 


Gazette, the commentator also 
repeated .earlier Kremlin charge* 
ihut the U.S. was behind the fa* 
Brigades gang in Italy that kidnap 
pec and killed former . Italian 
Premier Aldo Moro in 1978. • 

Kobysh said that recent com. 
merits from Washington: could be 
used to justify rejection or aj) 
cooperative efforts to “curb d* 
arms race and the nuclear genie,“ 
He added that “McCanhyism a 
again in vogue in the United 
: States.” 

Meanwhile, the official Tass news 
agency accused U.S. authorities of 
failing to prevent a series of harass- 
ments of Soviet TIN raissi 0a 
employees in New York. 


UK jury says commandos 
killed terrorists lawfully 


LONDON (AP). — Verdicts of 
“justifiable homicide" were returned 
by a coronoris juty yestenUy on 
five Arab terrorists From Iran lolled 
by British commandos at the end of 
the spectacular siege of the Iranian 
embassy in London last May. 

The jury of six men and three 
women took 45 minutes to reach 
their verdicts, announced to a 
hushed Westminster coroner’s 
court. 

The coroner. Dr. Paul Knapman, 
said, “I am a little surprised it has 
taken quite so long to come to your 
verdict." He had earlier told the 
jurors to consider the implications 
of recording a verdict of unlawful 
killing. 

The terrorists held the embassy 
for six days to demand the release of 
91 prisoners in Iran’s autonomy- 
seeking Arab province of 
Khuzestan. During the siege they 
killed two of their captives, both 
embassy eriployees. - 

All die .terrorists but one were 
slain, and the 19 remaining hostages 


freed, when Strategic Air Service 
(SAS) commandos raided the 
building on May 5, 1980. Tbc smoke-- 
bomb and machinegun raid was 
televised live to viewers around the. 
world. 

The one terrorist who survived 
pleaded guilty to manslaughter and 
was sentenced to life impruonnuig 
in London last month. He.. told 
police that the embassy attack w& 
organized in Iraq. 

The coroner told the nine jurors 
that they bad to ask themselves if 
the force used was necessary, and if 
it was in proportion to the evil being 
avoided. 

Some of the freed hostages had 
testified at last month’s trial that the- 
guerrSlas threw away their weapon 
when the SAS men broke in. 

But two commandos, who ap- 
peared anonymously, told the in- 
quest that they took no chancia 
after locating the terrorists, firing at 
them in fear that they were carrying 
grenades or other weapons. 


Alleged torturers reinstated

NEW DELHI (AP). — The govern- 
ment in the northern Indian state of 
Bihar has reinstated 12 policemen 
who were suspended for allegedly 
blinding criminal suspects, the In- 
dian Express, newspaper reported 
yesterday. The paper said that two 
other policemen similarly accused 
were likely to be reinstated soon. 

The blinding scandal rocked In- 
dia last November, when the Ex- 
press published photographs and 
reports of how prisoners were 
blinded with needles and sulfuric 

policemen were suspended, for 
dereliction of duty and some were

too, on the excuse that they have to 
‘learn' new filtration methods.” He 
also fears that if coal were con- 
veniently available in Haifa “we’d 
have factories all over the Bayside 
area belching smoke.” 

Another point Peranio raises is 
‘that Haifa port is right inside -town, 
only a few hundred metres from 
residential areas, food factories and 
two kilometres from Rambam 
Hospital, as the crow — or pollution 
— flies. “Even with the best 
available pollution prevention, that 
would still be too close for so much 
coal to be,” he claims. He doubts 
that the authorities involved would 
make the substantial expenditure 
for the large quantities of water 
needed to douse the coal to prevent 
dust dispersal, not to mention the 
more expensive chemicals used for 
the purpose. “Just a bit of water 
would be useless,” he stresses. 

A colleague in the environmental 
engineering division, Dr. Ya’acov 
Mai man, who holds an M.Sc. in air 
pollution and a doctorate in 
aerosols, argues that Haifa was the 
right choice. Today, means are 
available to reduce environmental 
damage from coal handling “vir- 
tually to zero,” he says. They in- 
clude “simple” devices, like spray- 
ing the coal with water and 
chemicals to keep the dust down, to 
the more complex covering of the 
coal from the ship to the rail car. 

It is easy, he says, to incite public 
opinion against coal unloading 
because coal is black. He points out 
that for years chemicals and fer- 
tilizers have been handled in Haifa 
port, disseminating more dust over a 
wider area than coal would, because 
they were not treated for pollution 
abatement. “But they disseminate 
light-coloured dust which the public 
does not fear, though it may Ire tox- 
ic. The very visible black dust of 
coal may soil your clothes and 
laundry but won't harm your health, 
he says.

THIS WAS a curiously second-rate 
programme given a first-class per- 
formance. The choice of works con- 
centrated on the professionally 
sound but musically uninspired, 
always on the borderline of the sort 
of “popular” music played at five 
o'clock teas. 

But Sir Alexander was superb in 
his direction — he employed very 
economical, but most expressive, 
gestures to indicate interpretational 
fine points to the orchestra, and >he 
musicians responded beautifully. 
The orchestra hasn't sounded like 
that for a long time: scintillating in 
irridescent colours, dynamically 
most elastic and delicately shaded. 
And with all the attention to the 
smallest detail the line of phrasing was 
never abandoned to fragmentation. 

Altogether, it was a great exhibi- 
tion of orchestral virtuosity, which 
started off with the first phrase of 
the Berlioz Overture and ended 
with the final, long-awaited climax 
of the Rachmaninov Symphony. 
Only highly committed and expert 
direction could sustain concentra- 
tion for a full 53 minutes. 

Uzi Wiesel chose a rarely heard 
concerto, which he performed with 
tonal beauty and technical impec- 
cability. Again, full honours to Sir 

Alexander for his tour de force.

Vegetarian 

convenience 


BACK TO SCRATCH/Phyflis Glazer 


PEOPLE often feel stymied when 
they consider switching to a 
vegetarian diet, because it seems 
toa- complicated an-d- - time-. 
c6nsurmng."Not so. A f few r, quick" 
tricks, a little basic knowledge, and 
some advance planning are all you 
need to create what might be called 
convenience cooking from scratch. 

On your free day, cook enough 
for the rest of the week from your 
choice of grains and beans. Store i 9 
the refrigerator in lightly closed 
containers. 

Vegetarians need to balance 
~ grains and beans in such a propor- 
tion as to create a complete protein, 
which occurs naturally in animal 
products. Mixing one part beans to 
eight parts grains does the trick, but 
you might want to double tbe 
amount of beans for better taste. 

There .exists a plentiful assort- 
ment of grains in Israel, including 
brown rice, millet, bulgur, barley, 
whole wheal and kasha 
(buckwheat). Buy them packaged aL 
the supermarket or in bulk in the 
shuk or in health food stores. 

Grains and cereals like oatmeal 
are relatively easy to cook, except 
for whole wheat, which lakes a bit 
more time. For fluffier grains, saute 
them in a little oil for a few minutes, 
add almost double the amount of 
water, bring to a boil, then cover 
and cook over low heat till tender. 

There are also great beans 
available — like red, white, 
speckled fava and soy, chickpeas 
and lately, black-eyed peas. 
Legumes like split peas and lentils, 
also serve a similar protein- 
completing function. To cook them, 
rinse well, soak overnight, drain and 
add three to four parts water to the 
one part beans and cook till tender. 
A quicker method is to bring them 
to a boil, boil two minutes and soak 
for two hours (instead of overnight) 
before cooking. Lentils and split 
peas need less water and cooking 
time. 

A suggested menu for how to mix 
them might be: 

Firsrday : grains and beans served 
with a sliced raw vegetable salad. 

Second day : grain served with a 
stir-fried vegetable and green and 
bean salads. 

Third day: baked casserole made 
with beans, grains and leftover or 
sauteed vegetables. Top with grated 
cheese and wheat germ and take. 
Serve with grated vegetable salad. 

Fourth day: cream soup: Saule 
chopped onion with basil or 
oregano, add mashed beans and 
water and cook till thickened. At 
the last minute add milk, or 
powdered milk mixed to a paste 
with afittle broth. Serve with whole 
grain bread, cheese, and a spinach 
and onion salad. 


Fifth day. fried cooked grains, 
served with Nituke-style vegetables 
mixed'with a few nuts or seeds. To 
.make a Nituke-style .disji, crjit. 
vegetables in large pieces, saute in a 
small amount or oil, then steam, 
covered, in about one tablespoon of 
water. 

Sixth day: bean and vegetable 
stew served with whole grain bread, 
with raisins and grated apple salad 
for dessert. 

Seventh day. burgers made with 
grains and/or beans. Mash beans or 
mix grains with an egg and enough 
flour or wheat germ to make it stick 
together. Saute in a little oil or bake 
in the oven. Add a slice of cheese on 
top if desired. Serve with a tossed 
green salad. . A favourite of mine 
are the following rice burgers: 
SCRUMPTIOUS RICE 
BURGERS 

2 cups cooked brown rice 
I cup grated carrot 

l egg. beaten 

Vi cup whoie wheal flour sifted 
Vi cup finely chopped onion 
Yt cup chopped parsley . 

K cup chopped coriander 

Yi cup peas (optional but recommended I 

3 large garlic doves minced 
salt and pepper to taste 

oil 

Heat 2 teaspoons oil in a frying 
pan. Saute onion and garlic together 
3 minutes. Add parsley, peas and 
coriander and saute 2 more 
minutes. (Alternatively you can 
steam onion, parsley, garlic, cor- 
iander and peas together till just 
lender and then add oil). 

Mix rice, carrots, egg, whole 
wheat flour and onion mixture 
together. Add salt and pepper to 
taste. Form into patties, adding a lit- 
tle wheat germ if mixture seems too 
soft. Bake in a preheated 350 (18 F) 
oven till golden brown. If desired 
sprinkle patties with paprika ana 
broil till brown on top. 

Variation: Bake patties till golden - 
brown, sprinkle with paprika and 
place one piece of yellow cheese on 
each burger. Broil till' melted. 
BEANS A LA GREQUE 

A quick bean dish that is delicious 
warm or cold. 

3 cups cooked white beans 
I large anion, chopped 

1 large carrot sliced 

2 stalks celery, chopped 

1 teaspoon oregano 

2 tablespoons oil f part olive oil I 
salt aid hot or sweet paprika to taste 

Heat cooked beans and 
vegetables together with oregano 
and enough water to prevent burn- 
ing. Keep pot covered to steam 
vegetables. Drain if necessary and 
stir in olive oil, salt and paprika to 
taste. (Alternatively, cook 1 cup raw- 
beans with vegetables and water to 
cover till tender, then add oil and 
spices).

This 
can only be done by keeping that 
element which fosters speculation, 
that is to say, uncertainty and ram- 
pant inflation, down to the lowest 
possible level.” 

. Or just recall the attitude of Prof. 
Baruch Lev, dean of the Faculty of 
Management of Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity, over TV on Thursday, January 
29. He was very hesitant about the 
continuation of the constantly rising 
price curve. “ . 

. The government did not issue any 


warning. It was evidently overjoyed 
that all that money was flowing into 
the stock market and not being used 
to buy consumer goods, which 
would foster a Taster inflationary 
spiral. 

With so many dire warnings 
around, why didn't most persons 
heed them (although there is no 
doubt that the “smart speculators” 
did pull out in time)? Or to put it dif- 
ferently, why did so many new 
persons — amaieurs in financial 
matters — enter the market in 1 980? 

No doubt an element of mass psy- 
chology (which was to turn into 
mass hysteria when the market 
broke) was an important factor. 
Everybody heard stories of the next- 
door' neighbour who had made a 
fortune, and was making another 
one. (The one I personally heard 
concerns a man who took all the 
money he had saved to buy a fiat 
and invested it. Within two months 
he sold his old mode of transporta- 
tion, a scooter, and was driving a 
Mercedes.) 

“So,” says Joe Amateur, “if that 
bloke can make ail that money 
without effort, why can’t I?” And he 
tried, and until a few days ago, suc- 
ceeded, for the time being, in being 
a “millionaire on paper.” 

More cautious speculator- 
investors didn’t pull out in time for 
another reason. They thought 
several factors would keep the 
market at its high level. These fac- 
tors w : ere that the government was 
printing money like mad. And there 
were enormous amounts of money 
floating around, and there seemed 
to be no end to it. If the rate of infla- 
tion was 1 1 1 per cent in 1979, and 
133 per cent in 1980, the sky was 
evidently the limit in 1981. 

For even if the Alignment came 
back into power, it would take some 
time for it to bring inflation under 
control. 

Some misconceptions must be 
considered. 


“even out" prices, so that their own 
stockholders will sleep well at night. 

Moreover, there was. a distinct 
feeling among others who did know 
the true power of the banks in main- 
taining an artificially high market, 
that the banks themselves thought 
the market was sound. 

Otherwise why would Bank 
Leumi plan to float an enormous is- 
sue. IS 300m., towards the end of 
this month? Such issues are floated 
only when there is a perfectly good 
chance that its shares will not only 
be picked up, but happily over- 
subscribed. 

That the market would eventually 
fall seemed certain. But much more 
interesting is another question. Just 
why did it rise in 1980 to such 
heights? 

Perhaps the main reason is the 
high rate of inflation, already men- 
tioned, and the fact that other in- 
vestments seemed to lack the 
glamour of the stock market. This 
enticed serious investors. Gold 
seemed to have reached its zenith, 
and was evidently on the way down. 
Foreign currency accounts held in 
Israel failed to keep up with the in- 
dex. and were a disappointment to 
many, although banking circles still 
say that most strong foreign curren- 
cies (dollar. DM and Swiss franc) 
will eventually catch up with the in- 
dex. 

And index-linked bonds, 
although ”.as strong as the 
government,” simply lacked 
glamour. And the savings schemes 
(which pay a rate of interest above 
that of index-linked bonds) mean 
locking up funds for three years or 
more. 

(The new schemes are for only 
two years.) 

And by some strange coin- 
cidence, the really best buy, a 
home, was either out of the reach of 
many persons with small sums, or

The “buying habits” of Israelis 
were .recently criticized by nan 
Barzel (who recently left National 
Consultants to set up the Euroteam 
firm with Dr. Manfred Gerstenfeld, 
the former head of National Consul- 
tants). 


“Few people are buying shares in 
the correct way. A person should 
buy a share with the same careful

before it hits bottom and begins to 
recover. There will come a time 
when the price of the shares falls 
below their real value, and when the 
“smart money” moves in to pick 
them up at bargain prices. The 
market will then reverse its trend. 

There were signs even on Tues- 
day that the market might be 
steadying, preparing for the reversal 
which actually set in yesterday. 

But will the thousands who have 
lost their money in the past few days 
start buying again in a hysterical 
fashion? If the past is any guide to 
the future, it will take some time 
before the number of small in- 
vestors returns, whether they buy 
this time with caution or not. After 
the market collapse at the end of | 
1977 it took almost two years to lure 
the small investors back.

Perhaps the best explanation is 
the recent statement by Gideon 
Palt, Minister of Industry, Trade 
and Tourism, that he contemplated 
imposing a tax on stock market 
profits.

No firms 
will close down for this specific 
reason. Most persons being hurt are 
those who made a lot of easy 
money.

TEL AVIV. — “It’s a survivor’s 
market, in which fringe manufac- 
turers can’t make it.” This was the 
way one of the foreign buying 
agents summed up the future for 
Israel’s fashion industry yesterday. 

But the story in the corridors of 
the Hilton Hotel here did not en- 
tirely confirm his viewpoint. Some 
of the smaller manufacturers scored 
unanticipated successes, while some 
of the larger, more established Firms 
were seriously considering whether 
it. was worth their whfle to par- 
ticipate the next time around. 

The consensus at Ata was that, in 
times of economic crisis, it was 
futile to attempt to attract buyers to

Tax loopholes cause drop in revenue

Corporations still manage to 
avoid the payment of certain taxes 
by using loopholes in the tax laws 
which must be plugged up, a senior 
Treasury official said. 

The official, Uriel Lynn, director 
of the State Revenues Administra- 
tion, told a group of income tax of- 
ficials that revenues collected dur- 
ing the months April to December 
1980 went up by only 99 per cent 
Since inflation sped ahead at a 
much higher rate during this period, 
this figure reflects a significant drop 
in revenues. 

Lynn explained that the drop 
stemmed partly From the Inventory

French travel agents hold congress 
here and sample Israel’s ‘mystique’

Post Reporter 
French tourists visit Israel to see 
the holy places, soak up the sun and 
discover the Israel “mystique,” 
Jean-Michel Rivoire;. secretary of 
the association of travel agents from 
Rhone/A I pcs, told journalists here 
Tuesday night. . . . 

He was speaking at the closing 
banquet for the group which held its 
23 rd annual congress. in Jerusalem. 
The dinner, at the Ramada Shalom 
Hotel, was sponsored by the 
Jerusalem Hotel Association. 
Rivoire said that many members 


of the group, which has held 
previous meetings in -Morocco, 
Senegal, Tunisia and the Spanish 
Balearic Islands/had not previously 
been to Israel, even though they had 
sent clients. He said that they were 
impressed by the hotels, guides and 
touring vehicles. 

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek, 
who was guest of honour at the din- 
ner, told the visitors that although 
there is enmity between Jews and 
Arabs, both groups benefit from 
tourism. 

Last year 1 38,000 tourists came to 
Israel from France. 


Swiss more mum than usual on 
in and out movement of gold 


BERNE (Reuter). -- The Swiss 
customs office recently plugged- a 
gap in Swiss banking secrecy by 
curbing publication of statistics on 
movements of gold in and out of the 
country. 

From now on figures published 
once a month will give only the total 
amount of gold leaving and entering 
Switzerland. They wfll no longer 
name the foreign countries in- 
volved. 

Bullion banks in Zurich, which 
claims to be the world's most impor- 
tant physical gold trading market, 
have complained that the detailed 
statistics published since last 
September have harmed relations 
with customers. 

- The Soviet Union, the world's 
second-largest gold producer, has 


been selling gold in other financial 
centres rather than its traditional 
outlet in Zurich, because of the un- 
wanted publicity, Zurich bankers 
said. 

Just under 40 tons of gold were 
imported from tbe Soviet Union to 
Switzerland in 1980, compared with 
estimated sales of 230 tons in 1979. 

The customs office said naming 
countries involved in gold move- 
ment could be misleading. 

Some gold is moved to or from 
Switzerland for reasons other than 
market transaction, according to 
bankers. And not all gold sold in 
Zurich appeared in the customs 
figures, because it was stored in 
duty-free warehouses while in 
Switzerland. 


Tax cut victims to get easy loans

■ T he I m po rtc r s ~havc co m pl ain ed 
that they stand to lose heavily on 
goods for which they paid taxes at 
the old rates. The loans are in- 
tended to help them dispose of 
these goods .at the new, lower price 
but they wfll not be reimbursed for 
taxes already paid. 

The administrative order cutting 
the purchase tax will be issued to- 
day or tomorrow and the lower- 
priced goods will be on sale from 
Sunday. Products brought into the 
country under the personal import 
scheme will benefit from the fower 
taxes immediately. 

Earlier, the country's . retailers 
warned the importers that should 
any deal be made to dispose of their 
existing jstock at the new prices 
without compensating them for the 
higher taxes they had paid, they 
would refuse to sell the importers' 
products. Their pressure led to 


yesterday's low-interest loan agree- 
ment 

. Under its terms, importers will be 
required to publish a list of max- 
imum prices. If a retailer is dis- 
covered selling goods above the 
maximum; the higher cate of taxa- 
tion will be levied on the entire con- 
signment imported. 

Local manufacturers and vehicle 
importers are in a more favourable 
position as they do not release 
goods from their factories or 
bonded warehouses until after they 
have been sold to the consumer. 


Britain’s reserves up 

LONDON (AP). — Britain’s official 
reserves of gold and foreign cur- 
rency rose in January by $918 mil- 
lion to a record S28 .394 billion, the 
Treasury reported yesterday. 

Much of the increase was due to 
borrowing by state-run British In- 
dustries and the revaluation of ex- 
isting holdings, but there was an un- 
derlying increase reflecting the 
strength of sterling and Britain's 
large trading surplus. 

The January increase was the big- 
gest for nearly a year.

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Market turns up again

TEL AVIV. — In what was general- 
ly considered a dramatic tur- 
naround, the share market yester- 
day reacted to demand buying and 
the prices of many shares turned up- 
wards. Financials and industrial 
equities were the greatest 
beneficiaries of the return of funds 
into the market. 

With the exception of a handful 
of share's it was possible to maintain 
orderly trading in those shares 
which investors offered for sale. On 
the other hand, more than 25 issues 


were “buyers only” and were ad- 
justed upwards by 5 per cent. 

It was clear from yesterday’s ac- 
tion that the general public was not 
deterred from re-entering the 
market, the three sessions of sharp 
losses notwithstanding. Funds ac- 
cumulated in current accounts were 
not reinvested in other areas, but 
apparently were accumulated with 
the intention of coming back Into 
the market. 

Index-linked bonds stabilized and 
prices rose in isolated instances. 

The commercial banks were 
helped by renewed buying demand.

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Stocks, bonds and bubbles 

FOR A FEW DAYS this week it seemed as if the.stock market bub- 
ble -— the major symbol of our present national identity, next to Mac- 
cabi Tel Avi\‘s basketball team — had finally burst. Briefly, it looked 
as if ail those so-called “little investors” who play at being big 
speculators would be taught a lesson they would not quickly forget. 

Today, however, it seems the game will go on. Some of those little 
gamblers have paid their periodic dues to the truly big speculators 
who buy when the jittery small try' to sell cheap, and who sell dear 
when everyone else wishes to buy. 

The collapse of prices on the exchange had even the government 
worried. An enormous amount of cash has suddenly shown up in 
current accounts, where it is losing some two per cent of its value a 
week. There was Tear that a substantial part of that money would rush 
into the market for goods — particularly since the mini-crash on the 
stock exchange coincided with Finance Minister Yoram A rider’s 
end-of-season sale of colour television sets, big refrigerators, cars and 
other essentials of that kind. 

That danger was never very great. Most of those who play the 
market already have all the good things now offered at reduced 
* prices. Moreover, they tend to switch from one form of financial 
assets to another, without significantly shifting to the market for 
durable goods. Heavier investment in real estate might become an 
alternative, despite its lack of liquidity, but that has not yet made it- 
self felt. 

The cash realized by this week’s panic sale of stocks really had 
nowhere to go except back into the same forms of financial assets, in- 
cluding the stock market. The selling wave has forced the mutual 
funds to sell foreign currency and bonds in order to meet redemption 
demands, with the result that the exchange rate was pushed up, bond 
prices were depressed, while share quotations tumbled. 

Periodic ups and downs such as those we have just seen are bound 
to recur. As long as inflation runs on at the present rate, without any 
real expectation of its containment, financial savings will be withheld 
from real investment, and will continue to slosh around from one to 
another form of holding such assets. 

In this process the “little investor” is of little importance. The big 
money held in linked and speculative financial assets does not come 
from the driver who sold his truck to make a quick kill on the ex- 
change. It comes from respectable businesses, small, medium and 
big. who search for ways to keep their accumulating profits and 
depreciation funds protected against inflation, without committing 
them to investment in real assets. 

In such a process, too. erratic rushes to buy or sell, even by a 
relatively small number of investors, can cause wild swings in prices 
— which usually benefit those who have the resources to sit out short 
term crashes. The standard admonitions by bankers, stock exchange 
officials and newspapermen not to panic and be sensible, are not 
likely to be very effective. 

The government however, has missed a rare opportunity to make 
the stock exchange a tool for the mobilization of real investment 
capital, rather than the tax shelter it is now. A turnover tax, proposed 
even by some Likud leaders, which could have yielded the govern- 
ment much-needed revenue, would at the same time have slowed 
down market transactions and thereby moderated price swings. 

Give us back pure music 

RADIO’S FIRST PROGRAMME has for years now been a haven, 
however imperfect, of harmony and repose amid our daily stress and 
strain: the only channel offering classics without commercials. Some 
two weeks ago it was “temporarily closed.” 

The cause was a management decision to cut down the radio 
technicians’ bloated overtime, by allowing reporters freer indepen- 
dent use of small tape-recorders while on field assignment, without 
the redundant aid of technicians and their heavier machines. 
Protesting the decision, the technicians pointed out that their near- 
monopoly of tape-recorder use was written into their labour con- 
tract; they were willing to reopen the contract as a whole but not in 
part. This, the management, bound as it was by government wage 
directives, could not accept. 

When management went on to limit their overtime, the technicians 
struck back by reporting “sick,” thus making regular broadcasting 
impossible. In retaliation, management shrank radio services by 
nearly one whole Programme, the First. 

Some individual First features are still being transmitted on 
Second and Third. What this means in effect, however, is that the . 
Broadcasting Authority is denying the First Programme’s loyal 
listeners a vital pleasure, mostly by way of music. 

Moreover, it is subjecting these innocent listeners of the few 
remaining First programmes to a torrent of often primitive, offensive 
singing commercials that are indeed a staple of Second and Third. 

Now would the Authority officials savour their champagne mixed 
with dishwater? That, if they please, is to the true music-lover the 
taste of Bach when followed at once by a jingly paean of lurid praise 
for dog food issuing from the throat of a barking baritone. 

The Authority might well retort that First listeners have the option 
of switching their sets off for the duration of the commercial 
emergency. This is perhaps not a bad, though also not invariably a 
feasible, idea. But a far better solution suggests itself: combine the 
Second and Third Programmes, with all their commercials, or let the 
Authority shut down all radio transmissions , if they are unable to set- 
tle their dispute with the technicians. Surely they cannot make a 
scapegoat of First listeners. 

Apparently, though, the Authority think they can. First listeners 
must appear to them as but a handful of old fogies who, unlike 
teenage addicts of Third, will not stand up for their basic human 
rights, and will not move heaven and earth to receive their music 
straight and unpolluted. 

It is time this notion were exploded. Firsters of Israel, unite: you 
have little to lose but some foul jin’gles.

ONE OF THE fascinating features 
of Israeli political culture was very 
obviously expressed in the public 
opinion polls of January: the Tin- 
decideds. According to one poll, 
published in the afternoon daily 
Yediot Aharonot on January 23, the 
Alignment had the support of 4 1 per 
cent of respondents, the Likud 
received 15 per cent, and 44 per 
cent remained undecided. 

In January 1981, as we know, the 
Likud was in danger of dis- 
integrating — a danger which has so 
far been averted by the decision to 
advance the date of the elections. 
At the same time, the prestige of 
Labour's candidate for prime 
minister. Shimon Peres, reached its 
zenith. 

According to the poll, Peres is 
preferred over other politicians for 
the top slot: he won the support of 
24 per cent of the respondents, 
compared to 16 per cent for Rabin 
and 14 per cent for Begin. Another 
46 per cent had no preference. 

Ostensibly, this is the opposition's 
finest hour: a: conjunction of the 
Likud's sharp drop in prestige and 
wide popularity for Peres. Yet, in 
spite of all that, most of the respon- 
dents had no preference for either 
the Likud or the Alignment — 44 
per cent. 

Who are they? Where did they 
come from?

WHY ISN’T the law against 
overloading trucks enforced?

Tamir, in the preface to his first'

port? Will they stay home on elec- 
tion day? Will they support ’ the 
small lists? Or new ones? Who will 
haul in the floating vote? 

FIRST, we should try to describe 
the past party affiliations of the 
floating voters. 

In the '60s — and certainly before 
that — many Israelis were party 
members. According to studies con- 
ducted at the time, about 30 per 
cent of all voters wer&paid-up party 
members. A farther 30 per cent or 
so supported one party or another. 
Both groups were party loyalists, 
providing the parties with their 
stability. 

Anyone who compares the results 
of the First Knesset elections (early 
1 949) to those of the Seventh Knes- 
set (fall 1969) will find that for 20 
years the political map was stable. 
This, despite the fact that by 2969, a 
million voters had joined the 
400,000 who were on the voting 
register in 1949. 

Since then there has been an ac- 
celerated decline in party status. 
Their instability reached a peak in 
May 1977. In those elections, about 


half of all Israelis voted differently 
from the way they had voted in elec- 
tions for the Eighth Knesset in 
December 1973 — some 40 months 
before. Israelis had turned into a na- 
tion of floating voters. 
ACCORDING TO data I have 
gathered, only about 15 per cent of 
all voters are now party members. 
Moreover, it is hard to identify 
party supporters, and some of the 
party members are members in 
name only. 

They sign up with a party in an at- 
mosphere of mild pressure — 
sometimes social pressure — and 
for a ridiculous re-registration fee, 
the price of a felafel, they please the 
canvassers. But on election day, 
they do not feel obliged to vote for 
the party to which they have paid 
lip-service. 

In 1977, in more than 20 -large- 
and medium-sized settlements, the 
number of Alignment supporters 
was much smaller than the number 
of Labour and Mapam members 
together. Israeli parties have thus 
become skeleton organizations, 
with far fewer members than dec- 
tors. 


This despite the existence of well- 
established, richly-endowed, and 
well-oiled party machines. The prin- 
ciple- function of the parties In the 
last few years has been twofold: The 
first is job placement: they provide 
thousands of functionaries with in- 
come and honour. Besides that, 
they organize internal elections. 

THE ORGANIZATION’S in- 
fluence on the non-affiliated voter is 
either minimal or negative. Many 
voters feel contempt for the 
machine and its operators. And 
what appears to be formidable 
org anizati onal power could turn out 
to be an illusion on election day. 
Such things have happened before. 

And today, when it would seem 
so convenient to identify with the 
opposition, most voters are still 
biding their time. There is no single 
leadership candidate whose support 
among the people is close to 50 per 
cent. 

Peres's improvement in stature 
must make him — and the members 
of the Alignment — very happy.

quences of overloading trucks: it 
makes it more difficult for the 
driver to retain control, it causes 
damage to the road, it pollutes the 
air, and it decreases the life of the 
motor and tires.
